MM," MUSED Professor MyroD

plexity. "I wonder where Bristol 
could have gwne?" 

It pleased Stater that he had been instru- 
mental in the development of the atom 
bomb, which, dropped several days before, 
had hastened the end of the war. Yet, aa 
he Rtood ot^the platform, his travelling 
valise at hi^feet. awaiting the arrival at 
the train which was to carry him home, he 
was deeply puzzled. 

This wasn't much of a station; surely 
no Grand Central or Pennsylvania depot. 
• . where a. person could easily be lost. It was 
merely a wooden 'ledge projecting slightly 
outward to the tracks. Rattlesnake Junction 
was the name it bore; from any point of it 
the entire thing could be seen And the only 
living soul on the platform was Myron- 
Slater.

AT THE TIME Myron Slater embarked 
on the atom bomb project, one'of the 
restrictions imposed was that he 
could not receive the daily newa- 
VKpers. He was told, too, that there was/^o 
radio available «nd none- would'*'be

It is to be assumed that the same thing 
in the case of Professor Bristol; 
t it. that he was also cautioned sbout 
I matter when he arrived. * 

Thus, contact-was lost with the outside 
. Neither was in a position to learn 
was going on. 

Their "confinement" ended, both wefe 
» free to Ho as they pleased ; read what- 
they desired. 



Myron Slater was anxious to learn what 
tad happened in the past 25 months. Men- 
t^ly. he resolved to arm himself with a 
tack-log of newspapers and catch up on the 
That was one of his immediate objec- 
something.to be realized at the earliest 
^pnrfnnity. 

But this was not possible at Rattlesrtake 
Jietion. There were no newsstands on the 
Ation or in the vicinity. No matter; Slater 
.AddfHi he could wait a little Jonger, , until 
.ta eot home, tu enjoy the luxury that had 
.tam denied hioi. He would .feast on news- 
^wt in comfort, he thought. ' 

The absence of Profespc Bristol ftom 
Ita railroad station disturbed Slater at first. 
TWn tht- alarni he had felt evaporated. He 
w embered the story of the absent-minded 
professor vho was always forgetting some- 
tfaioK. A faint smile appeared mti Slater's 
l»ce. This was just it. he decided. Bristol 
probably forgot something in his eagerness 
get AKAV from the lab and had slipped 
■' to retrieve it- That his companion had 



gone without saying a word to him, Slater 
attributed to Bristol's Acentric habits. 

The blast of the train whistle as that 
conveyance approached the station blew all 
further conjecture as to Bristol's where- 
about") completely from Slater's mind. He 
picked up his suitcase as the locomotive

He would read the papers more carefully 
when he got home, he told himself. 

December 3rd he remembered well, It 
was the date of his departure for Ne.w 
Mexico. December 4th was the first of the 
newspapers he had missed- He picked out 
the one bearing that date, spread it open 
and began to read There before h'm. above 
a one-column cut of the man, shrieking out 
in a manner his brain could h&rdly conceive,
